Judge Pollock Will Appoint a Re-

ceiver for Uncle Sam Oil

Company.

DENOUNCED THE SCHEME

Judge Has No Sympathy for Business
Men Caught But Intends to Save

What He Can For Stock-

holders

Topeka, Kan., April 20. Judge J.
C. Pollock in the United States dis-

trict court here Friday announced
that he would, grant the petition of
complaining stockholders and ap-

point a receiver for Uncle Sam Oil
company, whose secretary-treasurer- ,

II. II. Tucker, v Jr., was recently
on a charge of using the mails

! to defraud. The company has 10,000

stockholders, distributed over all
parts of the country. A statement is-

sued on April 5 last, snowed receipt:!
from' sale of stock of something over
$1,000,000.

In announcing his decision to ap-

point a receiver, Judge John C. Pol-

lock took occasion to denounce ilio
scheme of the company as outlined in
its advertising, as "Impracticable."

' "Tile estate, which is probably small
enough as it is, will bo conserved for
stockholders and the receiver is ap-

pointed in their interests," said .ludc
Pollock. "Tho creditors are. business-
men and should have ;;:ii3 into the
scheme with their cyus e.pen. Any

; business man should have known that
Tucker's telieine. as outlined in his
ndvcrtlsiu , was impracticable. What-
ever is left sh: 'II be kept together for
the stockholders, many of whom are
poor and unable to afford to lose the
money they have invested."

Tlie company may reply to
the petition within thai lime and
bring evidence that they ar? not in-

solvent as claimed.

AGE TOLD DY THE PULSE.

From Dlrth to Death the Beat Hava
a 8teady Decrease.

How old aro you? Ask your pulse.
The human pulse has a wide range,
even in perfectly healthy persons.
The female pulse always beats fast-

er than the male, and from birth to
death the pulse beats steadily de-

crease. It has been said by great
authorities that tho age and sex of
a person could bo ascertained by the
rate of the pulse alone. Babies at
birth have a pulse beat of 160 times
a minute In case of a girl and 150 in
the oase of boys. At tho age of four
or Ave the pulse beats will. have fall-

en respectively to 110 and 100. Maid-

ens' and youths' pulses average 95

and 90. Mature men and women av-

erage 80 and 75. ' Elderly men and
women have an average of 60 and 50.

An old woman's pulse rarely, if ever,
sinks below 50, but among men a
pulse beat below 50 Is quite common.
There are, however, great Variations
conslptent with health. Napoleon's
pulse is said to have beaten only 44

times a minute.
